On July 22, 1903, the Klahowya sorority was organized by three girls who 
had spent two years at Lewis together and had decided that a closer bond of 
friendship could be secured by the founding of a sorority. It was the first collegi- 
ate sorority in the Institute. 

Klahowya became a larger organization as each year passed, and in 1925 
the alumnae established a permanent Library Fund for the benefit of the Lewis 
Library. The money from this fund was to be spent for “the rare or the unusual” 
type of book, which could not ordinarily be purchased with the regular library 
allowance. There are now ninety to a hundred books which have been purchased 
with this fund, including books on art, history, biography, and travel. 

Each year the active chapter combines with the alumnae in giving this gift 
to the Library. It is the earnest desire of Klahowya to endow this fund perman- 
ently.

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Lecture and Polishing Room 


Metallurgical Engineering Courses 


The equipment in the metallurgical laboratory serves both the Iron and Steel 
and the Non-ferrous Metallography classes. The quarters have recently been 
enlarged so that the lecture and polishing room, microscope room and two dark- 
rooms occupy approximately one-fourth of the space on the first floor of the 
Engineering Building. New metallographic polishing equipment for polishing 
metal specimens has recently been installed. The Warner and Swasey polisher 
with four polishing heads is seen in the center background of the photograph, 
the new Fisher high-speed polisher for non-ferrous metals at the right, and the 
muffle-type electric furnace with indicating and recording pyrometer at the left 
of the large polisher. Two inverted type metallurgical microscopes are part of the 
equipment of the metallographic laboratory. The printing dark-room is equipped 
with a rapid exposure printing machine for printing photomicrographic negatives. 
A Rockwell hardness tester is also part of the laboratory equipment. The instruc- 
tors in the various courses are men who are in daily contact with the smelting, 
refining, fabrication, heat treating or use of the metals and alloys discussed, hence 
are in a position to give exceedingly practical information as well as a sound 


theoretical training to the students. The various courses in metallurgical engineer- 


ing are in charge of Alfred W. Sikes. 
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Annual Reunion In The Gymnasium 


Lents Union 


The Annual Reunion of the alumni of Lewis Institute was held at the Insti- 
tute, Friday, March 4, 1932, on the same evening as “The Golden Trail”, given 
by the glee club. Last year, it was a blizzard which kept some of our number 
at home; this year, it was the depression. At six o'clock dinner was served, and 
the tables were bright with daffodils donated by Herman E. Bruns, 1910-14. 

Henry H. Reininga, 1905-08, presided over the business meeting which was 
held in the gymnasium, where the accompanying photograph of alumni was taken. 
In the report of Lewis Union, it was announced to the alumni that two of their 


number had been appointed to the Board of Trustees and the Board of Managers 
of the Institute; Craig B. Hazlewood, 1897-1903, one of the vice-presidents of the 


First National Bank of Chicago, was appointed to the former, and Harvey B. 
Lemon, 1901-94, professor of physics at the University of Chicago, to the latter. 
The election of officers was then held, resulting as follows: George Boller, B. S. 
1923, who is with R. R. Donnelley and Sons Company, president of Lewis Union; 
Mrs. Alice McClanahan Raithel, 1908-11, of the law firm of McClanahan and 
McClanahan, vice-president; and F. Howard Lane, B. S. M. E. 1904, manager of 
engineering and construction, Byllesby Engineering and Management Corporation, 
member of the executive board of Lewis Union. The glee club concert, dancing, 
and bridge afforded varied entertainment for the guests until midnight. 
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The Household Arts Club was organized December 12, 1904. In 1910 the 
name was changed from Household Arts Club to Home Economics Club. This 
name was found more suitable than the first one, because it embraced both the 
art and science departments. The club was then reorganized in 1917. It is a 
club the membership of which is restricted to the students of the home economics 
department. The aim of the club is threefold: to inspire the members with a 
feeling of interest in those things which influence the well-being of the home and 
its members; to supplement the class work by bringing lectures and demonstrations 
before the members; and to promote sociability among the students of the home 


economics department.

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Geometry 


Geometry is one of the slippery sciences and rarely endures as a cultural attri- 
bute and social grace. It becomes at best a vestigial remnant of education, and at 
worst it vanishes entirely. It has been called the mother of all natural science and it 
is reported that Plato inscribed above his door, “Let no one enter who is not a 
geometer.” It is a serious matter to be turned back thus unkindly from wisdom’s 
portals, but this is not the chief loss involved in the failure of the geometric func- 
tions. For geometry is real, geometry is earnest, geometry is essential and practical. 
Without geometry, for instance, it is impossible to cut an apple pie into six or more 
equal sections or to hang a clothes line. Moreover, if you are going into the real 
estate business you must positively understand geometry, as well as human nature 
and criminal law. 

The first essentials of geometry are the axioms. An axiom is “a statement ad- 
mitted to be true without proof,” such as my cousin’s wife’s age or a man’s income 
tax—if any—and the Volstead Act.

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AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ELECTRICAL ENGINEERS 


The American Institute of Electrical Engineers, of which the Lewis Institute 
branch is a unit, was founded in 1884 by a group of American engineers. The 
society was first organized to welcome the representatives of foreign engineering 
societies who were planning to attend the Franklin Institute Scientific Exhibition at 
Philadelphia. From this nucleus the American Institute of Electrical Engineers has 
grown to an organization of 18,000 electrical engineers and 3,900 students, repre- 
senting every phase of the profession. The national organization is divided into 
fifty-six sections located in principal cities, and one hundred and six student branches 
in leading engineering schools of the United States. 


The Lewis Institute branch was formed at the close of the winter quarter in 
May, 1907, and was officially recognized by the national organization, November 8, 
{907. The present year marks the twenty-fifth year of activity for this organization 
at Lewis. 


The objects of the society are: to promote the advancement of the theory and 
practice of electrical engineering and of the allied arts and sciences; to maintain 
a high professional standing among its members; and to emphasize the development 
of the individual engineer. The society has made no small contribution toward the 
remarkable progress that has taken place in the electrical field in the last four 
decades, and has been an important factor in advancing the interests of its individual 
members and of the entire engineering profession. The Lewis branch upholds the 
objects of the society by arranging meetings where technical papers and talks are 
presented by students and also by men in the practical field. 


During the past year the branch has held several meetings in which students 
have presented informal talks concerning their outside work. In conjunction with 
the Western Society of Engineers, other meetings have been held where lectures 
by prominent engineers have been given. 


At a recent convention held in Milwaukee in which fifteen schools were repre- 
sented, Lewis Institute had the largest group of any school outside of Milwaukee. 
Omer J. DeBever, a Lewis member, presented a technical paper which was acclaimed 
as one of the best presented. 


The Lewis branch is deeply indebted to Mr. Rogers as counselor for his active 
interest in the organization and the help that he has given in arranging programs 
and securing satisfactory speakers. Mr. Rogers has been nominated to the national 
organization for reelection as counselor at Lewis for the coming year.
